F ourteen Livos Wera Saved and 
Double T h at N um berW ere

On the night of S»!ptemijcr 7, 1868— 
thirty years ai4‘» toiJÌiUt--the steamer 
Hippoeauiuus went down between this 
port and Cliieago. The older citizens 
diseusi^ed the sad story on the streets 
and in stores and otlices today. 


The steamer Hippoeampus was load­ 
ed with peaches to iier destruction. 
Many persons- among whom was II, F. 
Strong—who had bouifht transporta­ 
tion got olì the steamer before she left 
the docic when they .saw toe load. 
Al­ 
derman Uowe expected to cross that 
night but he was unexpectedly called 
to ChlcatiO the bight beiore. 


There was no sea that night but the 
steamer ran out into midlalce and up­ 
set. 
Capt. 
McDonald followed the 
steamer out the 
harbor 
with 
the 
schooner Humboldt but in croisiog the 
lake he saw nothing of the wrecked 
steamer or the survivors. 


There were forty persons aboard and 
fourteen were saved by clinging to the 
hurricane deck which broke loose and 
became a life raft. They were picked 
up at sundown next day. 


Among the survivors were Charles 
Morrison, now captain of the Aody, 
Kii. Hatch, James Trimble, Joseph iii- 
ford, Capt Hif am Browu, John Hloom 
Frank Tupper and Cyrus Uitteahouee.

T h e Work of Rebuilding Will Be 
C om m enced Within a Very 
Few Days. 


The favorite river stermer Tourist 
came down the river from Somerleyton 
last night about 8 o’clock and after un­ 
loading her passengers at Drake & 
Wallace’s dock t!je crew, as is their 
custom turned ou the hose and gave 
tbe boat a thorough wetting and then 
went home to their suppers. 


Al>out lO'.ik» the switch engine on the 
C. *& W. M. road was crossing the 
bridge and the engineer chaucing to 
look down in the harbor saw llames 
breaking from the toiler room of the 
Tourist. 
He gave the alarm by blow­ 
ing the whistle of the engine and later 
the alarm was sounded from the St. 
Joseph city hall and from the tug 
Andy,which boat was the iirst to throw 
a stream of water on the burning 
steamer, in a short time the St Joseph 
Ure department arrived and they snc 
ceeded in extinguishing the llames and 
saving the hull of the boat. 


The steamer Tourist was built in the 
winter of ISliH at a cost of $ ‘,000 by 
Drakt^ vS: Wallace for the excursion 
business on the St. Joseph river, Tbe 
tirst suuuner the boat did a fair business 
and this summer she had carried at 
least 10,IKK) people to and from the 
beautiful St. Joseph|river resorts. 


Tbe lire started in the boiler room ol 
tbe boat and rapidly spread. The en­ 
gine will have to be rebuilt but it is 
thought the boiler is all right. 
She 
was insured for $2,000 and as soon as 
the Joss is adjusted Messrs. Drake & 
Wallace will commence the work o 
rebuilding her, 


The lumber yard of .John Wallace 
which was near the Tourist’s dock, was 
damaged to the extent of $400 by fire 
the loss being covered by Insurance.

7.—Chaplain Jo- 
sepb H. McIntyre of the Oregon is to 
be court marbialed by the navy depart­ 
ment for critlcisinfif hU superior officers. 
The formal charj;es are that he has 
been guilty of conduct prejudicial to 
içood order and discipline and unbecom­ 
ing an olficer. 


Chaplain McIntyre was on board the 
Oreiçon during ti e battle of July 3, 
when Uervera’s ilcet waa destroyed. 
After he readied home he obtained 
leave of absence and went to Denver, 
wliere be is now. 
There he delivered 
a lecture in which he savagely criti­ 
cised Admiral Sampson for not being, 
on the scene of action and yet putting 
in !i claim for the credit, of the victory. 


He also criticised Captain “ liob*’ 
lOvans of the Iowa, charging him with 
cowardice and with endeavoring to 
keep his sh'p out of the tight. 
Other 
otlioerH of iho American squadron came 
i ' for a share of criticism, and the 
Oregon was given all the credit for tne 
victory. 


If McIntyre is convicted by the court 
martial he will be dismissed from the 
service.

Tho common belief that the law w ill 
cast a special protection around 
tho 
weak and feeble gets rudely shattered 
by a decision in United States versus 
Fay (83 Fed. Rep, 889), which holds 
that only persons of ordinary prudence 
aro w ithin 
the protection of United 
States revenue statutes, section 5,480, 
against schemes to defraud by use of 
tho mails. The court held that a scheme 
by which a mau was led to pay $50 tor 
the use of an alleged superhuman power 
to discover a treasure hid in his field 
was not a “ scheme to defraud” because 
it was “ not reasonably adapted to de­ 
ceive persons of ordinary prudence.' 
This decision, says Case and Comment, 
would allow the safe use of the mails 
by all sharks looking for gudgeons

only against reason, 
but 
against the authority of United States 
versus Heed (43 Fed. Rep. 134), in 
which the court condemned a similar 
scheme to get money by professing to 
exereiie a mysterious power to answer 
sealed letters addressed to spirita Tbose 
wbo do not bave ordinary prodenoe are 
tbe peopto lor wbom (be itolBto ia 
Beedad.
